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Summary 

I have found a new habitat of Pteris vittata in the suburb of Niihama City, 
'f Ehime Prefecture in Sikoku. The location is a new record of the northern 
limit of distribution of this species (34°00 / N) in Japan. In a few years the place 
(scores of acres) has been overgrown with the fern. It is an interesting fact 
I that the fern grows within a special ground and never escape from there. The 
ground is a reclaimed land from the sea with the “ tailing ” which is a waste 
material produced by a floator-dressing plant of the Bessi Copper Mine. The, 
tailing is a sort of fine sand, so the ground reclaimed with it must be weighted 
with stones (fig. 4). As a result of it, suitable places for living of the prothallia 
and young sporopjrytes of the fern are given under some conditions with regard 
to the size and layers of the stones. I have carried on the studies on the vegeta¬ 
tion with the lapse of years from reclamation (figs. 5 and 6) and with the con¬ 
ditions of the weighting stones (fig. 7). In these figures black balls indicate the 
fern, and crosses and cross balls indicate other plants.
